2) AbramteMi Insists thrt the political parties, at present, differ *o little 
In their approach to the overall problems of the 3yelorusslan resistance movement 
that their analysis cannot be considered worthwhile. Abrantchlk considers himself 
as politically Independent, rod declares that iaost of Ms colleagues In the Badn end 
In the emigre movement share, hls'belief that ‘.he drawing up of e social and economic 
program for Byelorussia Is of secondary Importance as compared with the organisation 
of a united front against Bolshevism. Ve were unable to obtain any additional infor- 
mation from Abramtchlk on this question, '

6) Abramtchlk told us about a congress held in 1945. to which the Byelorussians 
hud sent two delegates. The Ukrelnlcns were also represented by two delegates, where- 
as some smaller nationality groups such as the Caucasians end Baltics were represented 
by one man each. Abramtchlk believes that the meeting place was somewhere in Volhynla, 
Just outside the 3SSS, but did not give any further Information about it. Be gave the 
Impression that he had no information about continued cooperation of the various nation- 
alities resisting Communism but that he assumed that ell efforts were continually made 
to maintain close contact between the various nationality groups. 
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6) This qaestlon, which has been dealt wit!: in 00-3 reports, has concerned 
Abramtchlk and the Bada considerably, but apparently they have net been able to grin 
very much Insight into the "Black Cat" organisation. 

7) Beyond a general reference to Utters from the ESSE, Abramtchlk refused to 
be planed down on this matter. He claimed that the addressees had refused to give 
hln any such communications for his retention, either for sentimental reasons or bo- 
cause of their fear of endangering the addrssaors. 

8) C. U Beport 729-0 refers to two recent arrivals In Veatern Germany from 
the 3381. Rrelialuory Indications are that these two men have more specific and up- 
to-date knowledge on affairs in their homeland than the few other Individuals about 
whom AbraatchlJc had learned. An effort will be made to obtain more complete data from 
him if- and when they become available, and to pin hln down more specifically on prev- 
iously arrived refugees. It Is possible that at present he has no access to his notes 
and that he could provide more complete data from Paris.
